The acupuncturist w 刘 l then 
further ， evaluate the case to 
determine a_ treatment plan. “We 


need imedical reports from other 
doctors,”Young cautioned.“Ifthere 
is an organic problem, it cannot be 
cured with acupuncture. We haveto 
go _ through the _ patients medical 
history very carefully.” 

The use of acupuncture in 
treating mental illnesses is rather 
unique in this country. Amy Chan， 
an acupuncturist who works part 
time at North East Medical 
Services, saidthat she handles“mild 
cases of insomnia_ and depression,” 
but that she refers the more serious 
problems to NMHC. 

Another acupuncturist, affiliated 
with the United Acupuncturists of 
California，Harry Iam，indicated 
that while many acupuncturists can 
deal with emotionally upset or 
depressed patients, they cannottreat 
patients ”with serious “Imental 
problems.“Schizophrenia cases, for 
instance, will have to be referrred to 
mental health clinics such as the

The center's program began in 
1978 as a three-year state-funded 
demonstration project. In 1981, the 
city began to fund it. Acupuncture is

DIFFERENCES 

Because of the basic differences 
between Chinese “and Western 
the diagnostic 
procedures are very dissimilar. 
Young，who practiced in Western 
medicine in China and Trinidad 
prior to settling in San Francisco in 
1980，pointed out that Chinese 
diagnostic principles are mandatory 
to determine the proper acupuncture 
treatment. 。 

“We go through the four 
differentiative diagnoses and the 
eight principles,” he said.“The four 
differentiative diagnoses are visual 
examination, listening and smelling， 
askingthepatientrelevant questions， 
and taking the patient's pulse.2” 

Young exphasized observing the 
tongue and ，asking 
questions ” about ” Sweating and 
urination， He claimed that these 
Symptoms can be very revealing. 

Young gave an example of a 
hypothetical diagnosis. “Say a 
batient suffers from insomnia and 
depression. 玉 his pulses are Small 
and rapid, his mouth is dry, and his 
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Engineers association, cited the very 
lack of a city-wide policy as abarrier 
to MBE's. As an example, he noted 
that some city agencies refer 
contractors to the commission on 
minority business issues, while otjper 
city_ agencies have their own sta 任 
handling MBE matters， 

“The ， effect on minority 
consultants is a maze of confusion,” 
hetoldthe hearing.“Werecommend 
that SF create one minority business 
policy and make 让 consistent 
throughout all city agencies.” 

The city's current MBE policy is 
loosely formulated and simply states 
that city contracts will only go to 
contractors who can ensure that 3 
certain percentage ofthe work willbe 
sub-contracted outto minority firms. 

But，baseekseanthestestimony of 
those ,at the hearing，there is 
confusion about what these levels of 
minority participation are，who is 
Tesponsible for enforcing the 
agreements, and whatis to be done 让 
the prime contractor does mnot 
actually Sub-contract 3a sufficient 
amount of the work out to minority 
firms， 


BIGGEST 

Chinn and others identified the 
biggest problem with the city's 
present System as the lack of 
guidelines for minority participation 
in prime contracts, rather than Sub- 
contracts. He urged the commission 
to advocate for prime contract goals 
for minorities. 

He also noted that many MBE's 
do not even know that city projects 
are available to bid on.“There have 
been many problems in Simply 
attaining the opportunity to compete 
on Various projects:-Often we lack 
access to vital information， such as 
the issuance of RFP's (Requests for 


Proposals).” 
United Asian ”Contractors - 
Assoc. member “George “Liu 


concurred.“There is a definite need 
forinformation assistancejustto find 
out about the (city) projects,”he 
declared. 

Liu told the commission that he 
often has to gotothepubliclibrary to 
look through construction trade 
journals to find out about upcoming 
city contracts， Liu urged the 
commission to develop a regular 
listing of city contracts andto makeit 
available to minority businessSes. 

BONDING 

Insufficient bonding capacity .of 
many minority firms.posed another 
problem.，A form of business 
insurance, bonding limits the size of 
acontractthe firm can take on.Since 
many MBE's are relatively small 
firms，their bonding level is low，. 
Thus,they cannotbid on some ofthe 
city's 。 larger ，contracts， Liu 


explained. He suggested that the 
commission look into the bonding 
issue， 

In addition，: the contractor 
Suggested that the city divide up the 
large contracts into SeVeral contracts 
that fall within the bonding limits of 
most MBE:S.“Ifthe bigjobs can be 
sliced up，this would encourage 
minority contractors to bid on more 
projects,”Liu predicted. 


Virgilio 也. Talao, a Filipino and 
head of the Ocampo and Talao 
Construction Co.， told the 
commission that the MBE:s 
problems with city contracts are not 
limited simply to obtaining the 
contract, “Oftentimes the problem 
oOccurs after the ， contract has 
beem awarded. The problems are in 
monitoring and implementation.” 

Often, a non-minority contractor 
will get a contract under the 
condition thathe sub-contractpart of 
the work to minority Sub-contract- 
ors,， 工 alao explained. But，once the 
contract is awarded，the Prime 
contractor will not follow-through 
and do business with the minority 
firm. 

AWARDED 

Talao describedhowhehad once 
been awarded a $36,000 sub- 
contract from a firmn who had a 


contract with the Parks and 
Recreation Dept. “But (after the 
contract was 3awarded) the 


contractor Wouldn't even talk to 
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me, Talao charged.Onthe$36.000 
Sub-contract Talao said he was 
only allowed to falfill $18;000 of it, 

“ 工 asked the Parks and 
Dept' to stop payment (to the prime 
contractor),” bnut to no avail. “It 
becomes the MBE's responsibilityto 
ensure the implementation of MBE 
goals and this is often difficult for a 
firm to do,”he commented. 

Wilson ChangofASIAN,Inc.,a 
business development agency, told 
the committee that greater minority 
business participation does not only 
help the minority businesses.“Jobs 
created by minority firms often go to 
that minority, explained Chang…“ 芷 
wecan promote minority businesses， 
the minority communities will have 
more jobs.” 

While he welcomed the use of 
city contracts to spur MBE 
development as a “legitimate 
exercise of the public decision- 
miaking process,””Chang cautioned 
that Simply adopting quotas for 
minority business participation was 
not enough. 

COMMITMENT 
“There has to be more than a 
goal， but a comimitment,” he 
stressed.、 “FEor heads of city 
agencies, it has to be part of their 
consciousness thatthey are Sensitive 
to MBE?:S.2” 

Fred Jordan, vice presidentofthe 
SF Black Chamber of Commerce 
and head of the engineering firm 
Jordan/Avent Assoc.，cited one 
Simple reason for the low MBE 
participation in city contracts: 
racism .

With major contracts and o 值 ces 
throughout the country, Jordan said 
he has had extreme difficulty ip 
obtaining city contracts in SF.“No 
other city ijgnores MBE'Ss like SF.” 

SENNSITIVE 

ASIAN， Inc.'s Chang 
questioned “whether racism was 
really the primary issue as Jordan 
charged. While racist sentiment 
probably existed in some city 
agencies as 3a barrier to Iminority 
businesses,there wereimnany agencies 
that Were Sensitive .to the needs of 
MBE's. 

The most serious obstacles for 
MBE's were a lack of adequate 
information about city contracts and 
a lack of forceful advocacy for 
greater MBE participation，Chang 
countered. 

Human Rights Commissioner 
and Contract Compliance 
Supervisor for the HRC， Stanley 
Lim, told PEaswWest that he agreed 
With Chang's assessSment.“I don:t 
think racism is Teally the major 
problem. There's no way to tell who 
Submitted the bids on a contract. All 
the bids are Sealed and the contract 
Simply goes to the lowest bid. 

“ 工 think the problem is mainly 
one of capacity (of minority firms to 
bid on city contracts),”he explained. 
Lim felt that as minority businesses 
develop and grow, theirparticipation 
in city contracts will also grow.“In 
the next five years，wWe?ll probably 
See 3a larger proportion of MBE?S” 
doing city workK.

Sexism is another Stress factor 
Which may appear in corporations, 
“Minority women have more issues 
to deal with: having a home and a 
family,”explained counselor Yee. In 
addition to dealing effectively with 
racism, minority women also have to 
deal with sexism, she said.

TRANSCRIPT

court clerk that there was no other 
transcript (from an earlier hearing)， 
he explained.“Then an additional 
12-pagetranscriptturnsUup.Ihave to 
wonder whats going on.” 

Pan had been granted a visa to 
study art in the US:. He had to be 
hospitalized because of a bleeding 
ulcer and Was forced to miss his art 
classes. The INS has to deport Pan 
because “missing the classes 
constitutes 3a Violation of his Visa. 
Pan has already been declared 
deportable and is now fighting the 
deportation order. (EVA 11/17/82) 

Pan has never denied missing the 
classes, but has tried to argue thathe 
had a legitimate reason for doing so. 
Chow said that the new transcript 
shows that his client was prevented 
人 fom defending himself. 

“Thejudgebasedhis decision (of 
deportation) entirely on the 
admissions of my client， without 
getting into the merits of wj he was 
not going to class. This Violated my 
client'Ss right to be heard,” Chow 
argued. 


DEFEENSE 

The .attorney said that the 
government s Own lawyer 
recognized that Pan had a right to 
Present a defense. 

Chow charged that this exchange 
clearly shows that the judge was not 
interested in hearing Pan's defense. 
“It _ definitely makes OUT case 
stronger,”he Said of the transcript. 

Chow added that his _ client is 
shocked and dismayed by the 
treatment he has received in the US. 
“He really has not done anything he 
could control”Chow said of Pan's 
jillness.“He didn't just drop out and 
,go to a round of parties.” 口

The acupuncturists”use oftermas 
for internal body organs should not 
be taken too literally. In a report on 
the acupuncture program releasedby 
NMHC in 1980，the heart is 
described as an organ that“controls 
everything in _ the mind and the 
functions of all other organs.” TIhe 
kidney “stores nutriment and the 
sperm and sends outnutrimentorthe 
sperm to Whereverthey areneeded.” 

Young _ reported ， that ”Imost 
patients receive _ one treatment 3 
Week. The frequency varies with the 
nature and seriousness of the illness. 
Ten to fifteen visits complete 3 
treatment course，after which the 
patient will take abreak ofone totwo 
Weeks before startimng a second course. 

In the four and a half years Since 
NMHC has offered the acupuncture 
treatment，about 160 patients have 
been treated with very Satisfactory 
overall results. Young explained that 
results were evaluated on a 5-point 
scale by the patient， the 
acupbuncturist and the intake Social 
JIworker or psychiatrist. More than 
7796 of the cases Were described as 
either ， greatly or moderately 
improved. 

The casestreated weremostlyfor 
insomnia， depression and other 
Psychosomatic complaints， 上 ewer 
than 10 cases of psychoses Were 
treated in the last twWwo yearsS， 


“We don't _ have enough 
(psSychotic) patients to give any 
meaningful statistics,，” Stressed 


Louie,“but it looks like that，for 
many of them,，their- medication 
dosage can be reduced. Ihat means 
less chance of incurring side effects.… 
SYMPTITOMS 

Other members of the medical 
Profession are not too impressed by 
the results，however. John Iang,，3 
medical docctor who practices im 
Chinatown， asserted that most 
acupuncturists treat only the 
Symptoms.“There may be a partial 
treatment,”he condeded, “but what 
is really needed is an accurate 
diagnosis.” 

Pointing to _ the abundance of 
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acupuncture “ malpractice， 工 ang

they want，but you cannot rely on 
"anecdotal reports. We need . a 
controlled double-blind study.…” 
ETHe California Medical

Young was quicktopoint outthat 
acupuncture is not a panacea. 下 ar 
from it，he advocated a medical 
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treatment and regular medication 
(and found them inadequate), ”he 
explained.“Some are taking large

doses of medication and they are 
suffering from side effects.” 

Though “he “insisted ”that 
aclupuncture itself does not cause 
side _ effects，Young admitted that 
improper _ practice Imay ”create 
problems.“I have heard of cases of 
broken needles. Fortunately we have 
neVer had any problems here.” 

Practicing ” acupuncturists “iD 
California have to be certified by the 
Board “of Medical ， Quality 
Asstirance. Marie Fong, a licensing 
technician at the board，indicated 
that an acupuncturist can be certified 
by practicing full time for three 
years, attending an approved school， 
orgoingthrough athree-yeartraining 
program given by a certified 
acuptncturist With seven yearS” 
eXperience. 

WRITIEN 
After having satisfied these 
requirements，the candidate must 
still pass a written examination. 

The ”medical 。 association's 
director of scientific andeducational 
activities， Linda Ramsey， Was 
skeptical about the certification 
program. She pointed out that about 
959%6 of .the acupuncturists Were 
“grandfathered in,， that is, certified 
without having to Show the proper 
documentation. 

Young conceded that there are 
problems with acupuncture and 
Chinese medicine in general:…Part 
of Chinese medicine is intermingled 
WwWith superstition,”he admitted，but 
We  ， cannot negate all oOU 
eXbpberiencesS. 

“Acupuncture is a method of 
treatment that has thousands of 
years of experience. It Should be 
further developed,”he emphasized. 
“The way Isee it acupuncture and 
Western medicine can be combined 
effectively.

Comm'n Finds Japanese 
American Internment Unjust 


WASHINGTON The 
Commission on Wartime Relocation 
and Internment of Civilians has 
issued its _ final report on the 
internment of Japanese Americans 
during WWJIIL concluding that there 
Was no military justification for the 
internment. 

The commission concluded that 
the internment decision was made, 
notonthebasis ofmilitary necessity， 


but on the basis of racial prejudice， 


”War-time hysteria and a failure of 


political leadership by the Roosevelt 


4 administration。 


FEACTS 

The group Was created by 
Congress in 1980 to review the 
facts and circumstances SUrrounding 
the internment episode. Its 467-page 
final report was compiled after 
extensiVve documentary research， 
and 20 days of hearings involving 


”over 750 witnesses. 


“The commission has found that 


ithe record does not permit the 


， conclusion that there was 3any 


military justification for the mass 
exclusion and detention of American 
citizens of .Japanese ancestry and 
their resident-alien parents， the

“This policy of exclusion， 


9 Temoval and detention was executed 


against 120,000 people without 
individual Teview， and exclusion was 
continued without regard for their 


demonstrated loyalty to the US, 让 


， continued. The group noted that 
there was not a single documented 


act of espionage Or Sabotage by 
Japanese Americans during WAWII. 

The report added that the West 
Coast'slonghistory of anti-Japanese 
prejudice was a well-established fact 


of life and a major factor in the 
internment decision， 


TARGET 

“The ethnic Japanese, Small in 
number and with no political voice.… 
had become a convenient target for 
political demagogues，and over the 
years all major parties indulged in 
anti-Japanese Thetoric and 
programs,” commented the 
comimission report. 

ILt，General John LL，DewWwitt， 
commanding general of the Western 
Defense Command, was criticized in 
the report asbeingthe architect ofthe 
internment. The reportnoted thatthe 
basis for DeWitts claim that 
Japanese Americans were amilitary 
threat was his belief that ethmnicity 
determined loyalty. 

In addition， DeWitt's 
asSSeSSment of the military threat 
posedby Japanese Americans rested 
on the attitudes of civilian 
politicians，who for the most part 
reflected the widespread anti-Japanese 
Prejudice， 

DeWitt was also criticized for 
ignoring information held by theFBI 
and the O 季 ce of Naval Intelligence 
rejecting claims that Japanese 
Americans posed a military threat， 
Both the FBI and ONI reports 
advocated Surveillance of selected 
Japanese Americans，but rejected 
the notion of mass internment， 

DELAYING 

President Roosevelt Was 
criticized by the report forhis failure 
to more thoroughly investigate the 
entire issue，and for delaying the 
release of Japanese Americans after 
the war had ended. 

The long-awaited report took 
of the tremendous losses and 
suffering endured by those who had 
been interned， _ including the 
economic costs and relocation and 
disrupted professional careers.

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Stanford Student Expelled 
For Professional Misconduct 


STANEORD The 
anthropology department of 
Stanford University has voted to 
expel graduate Student Steven W. 
]Mosher because of professional 
misconduct while he was conducting 
field research in China. 

Mosher， who now lives ip 
Taiwan，lived in a _ rural Chinese 
village in Guangdong ”province 
during 1979-80，While there，he 
claims to have WwWitnessed forced 
abortions on women as late as nine 
months ”pregnant. Shortly after 
leaving China, Mosher published an 
article in the SU1CGa]y 777zeS CH172eSe 
reeKk1 让 Taipei，decrying the 
“sheer barbarity”of the abortions 

BRIBED 

The Chinese government， in 
turn，accused Mosher of having 
bribed a Chinese official by illegally 
有 ving the o 包 cial a van, and of being 
inVvolved in other irregularities while 
in China, 

The anthropology department 
Convened an ad hoc committee to 
inyestigate the charges made against 
Mosher. Accordingto astatementby 
Prof. Clifford Barnett head of the 
Stanford anthropology department， 
the committee was formed to address 
the following three questions: 

@@Did Mosher properly protect 
the privacy of the community and 
individuals he studied?7 

全 Did he violate any obligation， 
as an anthropologist and graduate 
student，to .properly protect the 
standing of the discipline and its 
Practitioners? 

@@Did he abuse his status as an 
anthropologist and 3a graduate 
studenttoengageinillegal activities? 

Without commenting on the 
Specific reasons for its decision, the 


committee concluded that Mosher " 


had exercised “poor judgment”in 
conducting “his ”research and 
recommended his expulsion fromthe 
department. 

REPERCUSSIONS 

Barnett，who also refused to 
comment on the decision，noted 
earlier，“Anthropologists have a 
Special responsibility not only to 
protect the confidentiality of those 
Who provide information to them， 
but to consider and attempt to 
anticipate the repercussions”oftheir 
TeSsearch.

FEor obsessed _ balletomanes， 
there are perhaps few worldly 
satisfactions that can match the joy 
ofseeing more than one performance 
of the Same ballet，back to back， 
danced by different casts of first-rate 
dancers. IThe American Ballet 
Theatre， currently at the War 
Memorial Opera Housethrough 3/6， 
last week offered just such a chance. 

That the ballet in question 
happened to be ZLa 97JLIDpiae makes 
the occasion ever more delightful. 


Created in 1832 by Philippe 
Taglioni for his daughter， the 
immortal Marie Iaglioni， this 


ultimate Romantic classic was 碎 e 


balletthat senttheballerinas on their， 


toes. Along with 9wamn Lake and 

Giselle it has become one of the 

touchstones for all ballerinas. 
AIMOSPHERIC 

The ABT production，restaged 
by Erik Bruhn，is choreographed 
after August Bournonville's version， 
with music by Hermnann von 
Lovenskjold. The atmospheric scenery 
is by Desmond Heeley. 

Presented in two tightly-edited 
acts, Za ypDHnide tells the story of 
James，who，on the eve of his 
wedding day，is bewildered by a 
sylph. In excitement, he follows her 
into the forest where She lives，bnit 
can never hold her in his arms. 

An old witch whom James had 
tried earlier to chase out of his house 
appears with ascarf. James is tricked 
into believing that with this scarfthe 
Sylph can be captured. He puts it on 
her shoulders，at which point her 
wings fall off, and she prompy dies. 

Thoughthe storyisrather simple， 
the interpretations of the dancers 


differ  _ widely. Of the three 
performances attended by 
五 asYWJes the one danced by 


Marianna Tcherkassky and Robert 
La Fosse (2/27, matinee) was the 
most evenly executed. It is a correct 
and straight rendering of the story， 
Thus, it ls also the dullest. 
DUTIEUL 

Tcherkassky is a dutiful and 
honest Sylphide，She is far less 
colorful than the othertwo Sylphides 
Viewed. Her technique is admirable， 
but her characterization is not 
impressive. Literally, she leaves the 
floor to her James， 

And La Fosse's James 
complimented her Snugly. While the 
other two Jameses are merely under 
the spell of their sylphs, La Fosse is 
in love. Not only is his sylph more 
than an object of desire, She is the 


one true love of his life. When she、 


dies attheend,apart ofhim dies with 
her 一 he collapses with a broken 
heart. 

Tcherkassky and La FossP pnut 
the story in its correct perspective: 
although the Sylphide falls victim to 
the witchs revenge on James, it is， 
after all, James' s tragedy. The sylph 
mighteven be a creation ofthe witech， 
her existence ServVes the sole purpose 
of putting James in grief. 

Martin Van Hamel (2/26， 
matinee) .read the role very 
differently.， She turns the tragedy 
Upon herself. She lets the audience 
Share her feelings 一 thereis almosta 
dialogue between her and the 
audience. Her dying scene is So 
touching because we have been with 
her all along. And her death is, well， 
So unfair. 

MISTAKE 

Her only mistake is to have 
miscalculated James, and she cannot 
even be blamed for that， 玉 evin 
McKenzie,herJames,issoplain and 
naive, one can hardly be bothered to 
pay attention to what is going on in 
his mind.

In Act 1, he is almost outdanced 
by Gregory Osborne, his rival. Van

partner. Bissell dances with the 
manner of aa prncely “punk. 
Temperamental and impatient，he 
has to have the Sylph because he has 
madeuphis mind aboutit. One dares 
not reason with him. His Supremacy 
fills the air; there is no IToom for 
objection. 

Their S7IPHiade transcends the 
limitation of the story. It is no longer 
asSimple fairy tale. Its beauty lies in 
the goings-on between “two 
individuals ，who， for some 
Imysterious reason，are caught in 3 
plot not Smart enough for them， 

售 Benton Wongs 工 Ingering

Partofthe problem is the casting， 
but most of the problem is the 
performance Space.

It was not 
until the late 70s nad early 80s that 
he feltthat the diferent ethnic groups 
had begun to overcome Or 
understand Some of these obstacles 
to political unity. 

“Differences ip culture and 
tradition are not things that we can 
Overcorme.” 了 Rather，he stressed the 
importance ofunderstandingthat at 
the bottom line,， we all have vested 
jnterests.” 

With this in mind,heemphasized 
that Asian Pacific Americans must 
tryto identify issues in which there is 
common ground.“Take immigration 
as an example. Eor Chinese and 
|Koreans， it is no different than for 
Filipinos.” IThough he 
acknowledged that the different 
ethnic groups may have different 
emphases, the overall issues of fair 
immigration laws Temained the 
Same， 

He cited employment as another 
exXample of an area for which there is 
common ground for Asian Pacific 
Americans. 

PLATEORM 

As the Vice-chair of the 
Democratic Party，Hsieh had the 
opportunity to give his input about 
the Asian Pacific commnunity and its 
needs. Also,through the state's Asian 
Pacific caucus，of which he was 3 
founder，the architect was able to 
help develop issues which were 
Submitted to the California party as 
part of its platform. 

Calling his impact as avice-chair 
“strong,”he pointed to the 17-18 
Asians that were appointed to the 
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party's standing committees. 

“We”ve never had (substantial) 
participation in the past，and now,| 
10-1$9% of the state's committee 
members are Asian Pacific 
Americans. The chair has the 
authority to appoint the members. 工 
happened to work closely with the 
chair, ”commented Hsieh. 

She (chair Nancy Pelosi) asked 
me for my recommendations,， and 工 
conveyed them to her,” he recalled. 
“We had to avail ourselves of talent 
that hadthe time and energy to carry 
out the assignment.”

Hsieh and others have put into,

Phim- 
masone had studied French since 
childhood and English in high 
school, andhad enteredthe Lycee de 
Vientiane in 19753$，just months 
before the Communists took .over. 

Phimmasone's father was sentto a 
labor camp“to atone,”the family 
Was told. “We had a car，we had 
everything，but after that we had 
nothing,” recalled Phimmasone. 
“Mymotherhad to sellthingstotake 
care of the family.” 

FRENCH 

Phimmasone ITemained at the 
School for three years， where 
Surprisingly， the _ schools main 
language of instruction continued to 
be French. 

After graduating in 1978, he was 
assigned to work for a mining 
company' in central Laos. He got a 
salary of about $10 a month.“You 
just could buy 40 pounds of rice and 
two packs of cigarettes; you could 
not buy clothes or anything else,”he 
recalled. 

He did not even inform his family 
of his_ decision to flee the country， 
One evening, he and a friend took a 
taxi from the mining center to the 
Mekong. It took them about an hour 
to Swim across 一 into the arms of 
Thai patrols. 


Aside from these credentials， 
Phimmasone produced several other 
prized documents，including his 
marriage ， certificate and photo 
reproductions of two diplomas his 
father received for completing 
military training courses at Eort 
Leavenworth， Kansas and ort 
Knox, 氏 entucky in 1966. 

It was August 27，1981 when 
Phimmasome Saw his name on a list 
for departure to the US. He left for 
his adoptive country two days later. 

He arrived first in Pennsylvania， 
Where he stayed with a Laotian 
“cousin” from his home village. 
Within ten days he had a job 
choppingup chickens foralocalfood 
production company， 


ACCOMPLISHED 
Once he learmed that his 
girlfriend and her mother and 


Siblings had also left the Philippines 
and landed in Oakland, his objective 
became to earn enough for a plane 
ticket to California， He accom- 
plished that objective last March. 

Phimmasone insisted the adjust- 
ment to life in the West hasnotbeen 
hard 一 though his wife and in-laws 
are on welfare and money is short. 
“The weather is the same (as in 
Laos),” he ， observed.， “Ninety 
percent of Asian people liketolive in 
California.”

Drop Off Sharply 


LOSANGELES 一 US imports 
of gasoline from Chinahave declined 
Sharply, a casualty of the continuing 
decline in world oil prices、From 
barely a trickle in 1980，Chinese 
gasoline Sales to the US rose to 
almost $400 million last year， 
becoming the single largest Chinese 
exXport item to the US._ (Total 
Chinese textile exports to the US are 
greater but are divided Up into 32 
different categories.) 

Shipmentshave droppedto abonut 
half this level since the beginning of 
this year and are estimated at about 
30,000 gallons per day， 

China is ableto offerthe gasoline 
at fairly low Prices because it is 
considered a by-product of China:s 
oil refining industry. Because not 
Imuch gasoline is burned in China， 
most of the refining activity goes to 
producing heating oil. 

The ”Chinese gasoline is 
generally purchased in the US by 
independent “blenders”who mixthe 
gasoline with lead to raise its octane 
level. The blenders had been able to 
sell the gasoline at lower prices than 
the major refineries. 了 But with the 
recent drops in world oil prices， 
gasoline from the major refineries is 
now more competitive with the
